Even without censorship, 
propaganda, 
and the j 
trappings of war, the Hess incident probably would 
stOl defy comprehension. 
With those complications 
added, the incident not only defies comprehension* 


it probably is on the wrong track. 
His understand­ 
ing, unfortunately, Is limited by what the censors 
and propagandists want him to know. 
One thing can be deduced with reasonable cer­ 
tainty. 
Something has 
gone 
haywire. 
Whether 
Hess reached Scotland against the will of the Nazis 
or with their knowledge, whether he is demented or 
sane, whether lie arrived as fifth columnist or friend, 
whether he is going to have any effect on the course 
of the war or represents

tragedy, his status as a prisoner of Britain indicates 
that something has gone wrong. 
That is. at the moment, the nub of the incident. 
In all literate countries outslide the Axis-controlled 
areas a close watch has been kept for some sign of

purge Inside Germany,

Whatever dissension may have 
bothered the dictatorship- and

'The super-state myth 
which the Nazis have been at pains to develop has 
not been challenged by circumstantial evidence to the 
contrary 
Rudolf Hess, voluntarily In the United Kingdom, 
having arrived there in a manner suggesting extreme 
desperation, is nu indication 
that 
even inside the 
super-state the course of despotism may not be run­ 
ning smooth. 
It is a straw in the wind and probably 
deserving of no more dependence than wise men cus­ 
tomarily expect to find in straws.
